FEEDING WORK HORSES. ' 

Do Not Start Them Out With Their Stom¬ 
achs Stuffed With Hay. 

There are yet far too many instances 
of horses being put to work with stom¬ 
achs overloaded, and yet not "providing 
the nutriment needed to give the mus¬ 
cular strength which hard work always 
requires.. Hence the horse is always 
Blow in his gait and soon tires out. 
This overloading the stomach with in¬ 
nutritions food is mainly due to the 
average farmer’s dependence on hay as 
the staple and cheapest food for horses. 
Really, so far as effectiveness goes, 
grain, especially oats, is always found 
cheaper than hay. Liverymen and 
those in cities who keep horses soon 
discover this fact. They have to buy all 
• that their horses eat, and. learn to dis¬ 
criminate. When they feed hay exclu¬ 
sively, they find that the horse is in¬ 
capacitated for fast,or. lorigjdriving on 
the road. ’ ’ ; _ 

Farm work differs Xrom that on the 
road in not requiring so rapid motion. 
Farm horses can therefore be fed more 
hay, but enough grain or meal should 
go with it so that the proper amount of 
nutrition can he secured without too 
great distention of the digestive organs. 
While the livery man depends mainly 
on oats ana usually feeds them whole, 
the farmer will find his most effective 
ration in ground com and - oats, mixed 
with cut clover or timothy hay and fed

smooth strands of' the braid f then clip 
the split ends below where the braid is 
fastened. Unless the hair is very much 
split and broken .yon can do the clip- 
ping, yourself, but if it is uneven and 
split close to'the scalp it will be better 
to have some one else clip it. 

This clipping should be done once in 
tWo weeks or oftener until all the split 
■ends have been cut. Then the hair will

Pigs on Pasture. 

The Utah agricultural experimental 
station has been making some,experi¬ 
ments on the power of pasture grass to ’ 


farmers. But the most gratifying suc¬ 
cess has been attained in all these cases, 
and it only requires tho enterprise to 
prepare the ground and sow the seed to 
reap the benefit of it. It -. may he diffi¬ 
cult at first to find the right place for it 
in the rotation without infringing on 
some other crop," but it may be sown on 
an oat stubble if the winter kind is 
grown, or on the com stobble instead of 
.oats, and the oate put tiff a year or dis¬ 
pensed With. ' An experiment. made by 
the writer in the use of both varieties, 
one sown late in the summer with a 
greater space between the, rows of 
plants, the spaces being sown with the 
spring, variety, resulted in" giving . a 
whole summer’s feeding,. 'leaving the 
land as if summer fallowed, clean and 
highly enriched for the winter wheat 
following the rape. 

The seed cannot he distinguished from 
that of the cabbage tribe generally. 
Three to five pounds of it is sown to the 
acre if tbe sowing is broadcast, but it is 
better to-sow it in drills three feet apart 
and use only three pounds of seed per 
acre. . This, however, is for' rich land, 
on which the plants will meet over the 
rows and crowd each other even then. 
Half this distance is proper under ordi¬ 
nary circumstances, of which each 
should’judge for himself.
